Owen Ziglar murder trial underway

Spencer Owen Ziglar, 55, of Elba 
could be facing a life sentenced if 
found guilty of murdering Edward 
Lamar Kelley on the night of Janu 
ary 40, 1990 

Mr. Ziglar's trial began shortly at 
ter 1:30 p.m. on Monday after a jury 
composed of seven women and six 
men was selected during the morn 
ing hours. 

The reason for thirteen was that 
one juror is an extra, but which one 
itis will remain unknown to the jury 
until the case is turned over to them 
for deliberation 

The state's; opening statement to 
the jury was given by Assistant Dis 
trict Attorney Al Smith. He stated 
that evidence will show that on the 
night of Jan. 30, 1990, Kelly was at 
his home with the doors closed and 
secure when Owen Ziglar came up 
and shot him with a shotgun blast 
through the door and killed him, 

Kelley lived in a mobile home lo 
cated on the Taylor Mill Road (Co 
Rd, 50) northeast of Elba approxi 
mately .2 mile outside the police ju 
risdicuon 

Smith further stated that the state 
will show that Ziglar had a motive 
for killing Kelley 

The state's attorney stated that the 
evidence would show that Ziglar on 
that same night went to the home of 
Doug Taylo: in Opp with the inten- 
uions Of killing him also 

Kelley and Taylor were both al 
legedly having or had had an affair 
with Ziglar's estranged wile, Donna 
Ziglar 

Smith is being assisted in the 
prosecution of this case by Joel Fol 
mar, District Attorney for the 12 Ju 
dicial Circuit of the State of Ala- 
bama 

Defense Attorney Jackson W, 
Stokes told the jury in his opening 
statement that the only evidence the 
state had was circumstantial and 
flimsy. 

Stokes said “The defense will 
prove to you (members of the jury) 
that Owen Ziglar did not pull ,the 


trigger on the shotgun that killed 
Kelley Prove it sci¢ ntifically.’ 

Ziglar's son-in-law, Charles Drig 
vers, a Birmingham attomey, is as 
sisting Stokes in his defense 

The first witness for the state was 
Merelene Kelley, the estranged wife 
of the victim at the time of the mur 
der. They were separated 
Mrs. Kelley testified that she was 
talking on the telephone with her 
husband when he told her that some 
one was at the door of his trailer, He 
laid the phone down and went to the 
door. Shortly after then, Mrs, Kelley 
testified “I heard a pop or a bang and 
a muffled fall or something like 
that,” 

She stated that she then called the 
Elba police department and asked 
that someone be sent to check on 
Kelley. 

Mrs. Kelley further testified that 
she had knowledge of the affair be- 
tween her husband and Donna Zig!ar 
and that she had spoken with Ziglar 
about it on several occasions. 

She said that Ziglar had told her 
that if she used Donna's name in a 
divorce case that he (Ziglar) would 
kill us both 

In her testimony, Mrs. Kelley said 
that she called Donna after she heard 
that Kelley had been shot and told 
her that she hoped she was satisfied 

The state's next witness, Officer 
Patrick Norris of the Elba Police De 
partment, testified that he was the 
lirst person to arrive at the scene of 
the shooting. 

He told the jury that he observed, 
through a hole in the front door, Ed- 
ward Kelley lying on the floor and 
that he appeared to be dead. Norris 
gained entrance to the trailer through 
a rear door and verified that Kelley 
appeared to have been shot and was 
dead. He stated that he then secured 
the crime scene until it could be 
turned Over to the proper authorities 

The state proc eeded to call its 
witnesses who testified as to what 
evidence was collected at the scene 
of the crime 

Fragments of glass from the-front 
door, a spent 12 gauge shotgun shell, 
shot fragments, and the body of Mr.

The council meeting in New

City tathers approved the minutes 
of the last meeting, reviewed and 
paid the bills totaling $11,057.73 
and then they moved on to other 
Matters 

In the matter of old business, the 
councilmen agreed to carry over to 
the next mecting the awarding of a 
contract for janitorial services for 
city hall. 

Jimmy Anderson with Power 
Clean of Cotfee Spings has submit 
ted a bid of $35 for providing bi 
weekly janitorial services. Anderson 
has been providing the service on a 
trial basis and Linda Dillow, New 
Brockton's city clerk, reported that 
some details still need to be worked 
oul 

New Brockton's fire truck was 
damaged last week when an oil line 


ruptured spewing oil on a hot mani- 
fold causing it to catch on fire. The 
incident occurred while the pumper 
was being used in fighting a house 
lire 

Dillow reported to the council 
that the city’s insurance company 
had been contacted concerning the 
damaged tire truck. They had in- 
structed that the truck be towed to 
Panama City Fire Apparatus in Pana- 
ma City, Florida for inspection and 
repair of the damage. 

The estinmated cost to repair the 
fire truck is approximately $5,000, 
No date was given as to when the 
pumper would be placed back in ser- 
vice. This was the latest addition to 
the New Brockton Fire Deparunent 
It was delivered on October 27, 
1990 

Belore adjourning, Councilman 
Bud Goodson informed the council 
that construction of the new steps on 
the tront of city hall is scheduled to 
take place Saturday, June 8th 

Meeting adjourned! 


Kelley were all taken by investiga- 
lors with the Alabama Department 
of Forensic Science to be examined 

At the close of testimony on 
Monday evening, Lonnie Harden, a 
firearm identification expert, testi- 
fied that the spent shell found at the 
scene had at one time been in the fir- 
ing chamber of a 12ga, automatic 
shotgun found in Ziglar's possession 
on the night of the shooting. But, he 
could not positively state that it had 
been fired by that same shotgun. 

He drew his conclusion by the 
ejection and extractor marks found 
on the shell casing. 

The second day of the trial, Tues- 
day, began with Donna Ziglar taking 
the stand 

She testified that she had had an 
affair with both Kelley and Doug 
Taylor. 

There was some question as to 
whether Mrs. Ziglar was divorced or 
still married to Mr, Ziglar, but the 
state offered into evidence docu- 
ments which satisfied the court that 
the two were divorced. 

In her testimony, Mrs, Ziglar veri- 
fied that Merelene Kelley had called 
her on the night of the murder and 
told her that Owen had killed Ed- 
ward. Mrs. Ziglar further stated that 
she had her sister, Patricia Mat- 
thews, call Doug Taylor's residence 
and tell him what Mrs. Kelley had 
told her, 

Mrs. Ziglar lives in Plant City, 
Florida with her sister. 

Jeanelle Taylor, wife of Doug 
Taylor, during testimony told jurors 
that she had known about her hus- 
band's affair with Mrs. Ziglar, but 
that it only lasted a shot time. 

She also testified that Mr. Ziglar 


came to her house on the night of the 
shooting, January 30th, and that he 
did have a shotgun with him 

She said, “He said it was a stick 
but | told him that IT know a stick 
when I see one and that's no stick!” 

“T told him to take that gun and 
get out of my yard and that he had 
better not bother my husband,” Mrs. 
laylor stated 

She testified that her husband was 
not at home when Mr. Ziglar came 
by. He had gone to a car sale in Do- 
than 

Mrs. Taylor stated that the inci- 
dent was reported to the Opp Police 
Department when her husband ar- 
rived home later that evening, She 
also verified the phone call made by 
Pat Matthews to the Taylor's resi- 
dence, ;

Elba City Council meets twice in one week

The Elba City Council met twice 
last week ,.. the first was the regular 
meeting and the second was to iron 
out differences in just how the senior 
citizens center and rescue squad 
buildings should be built. 

During the meeting of Tuesday, 
May 28 the city officials heard Po- 
lice Chief Freddie Hanchey report 
the department receiving 189 com- 


plaints since the last meeting, inves- 
ligating seven traffic accidents and 
making 16 criminal arrest. 

During this same period there 
were 21 dogs picked up by the ani- 
mal control officer. One was sold 
and one returned to it's owner. 

Hanchey also reported the aban- 
donded vehicle program had been 
slowed by the bad weather but some 
have been towed in and owners have 
disposed of some others.

ALL BUT TWO YEARS SUSPENDED 


Creel receives max sentence

Joseph Dewight Creel, 25, re- 
ceived the maximum sentence al- 
lowed by law on two counts of hom- 
icide by vehicle and one count of 
second degree assault. 

Creel was found guilty by a jury 
of his peers on April 5, 1991 after 
three days of testimony and more 
than nine hours of deliberation by 
the jurors 

These were lesser charges than 
specified in indictments returned by 
a Coffee County grand jury on De- 
cember 10, 1990, The original in- 
dictments were for two counts of 
murder and one count of first-degree 
assault 

The indictments came as a results 
of a two car collision which occurred 
in the early morning hours on July 8, 
1990 in the Basin Community. 

[wo persons were killed and one 
sustained major injuries, 

Scotty Norris, 19, a passenger in 
the car driven by Creel and Dorthy 
A. Skinner, 56, a passenger in an au 
tomobile driven by Myrtice L. Guy 
were both killed, 

Mrs. Guy, 68, was seriously in 
jured '» the collision and is still un 
der medical supervision, 

Ronnie Crawley, 22, was also i 
passenger in the Creel automobile 
but he received no serious injuries 

All of those persons involved i 
the crash were from Elba,

Last Friday afternoon, Circuit 
Judge Gary McAliley sentenced 
Creel after hearing three hours of 
testimony in a sentencing hearing. 
During the hearing, testimony from 
ten witnesses was offered as to 
Creel's good character. “He's a good 
person”, “He's very reliable”, "He 
poses no threat to society”, and 
“He's a kind and caring person” were 
all phrases used by different defense 
Witnesses as they took the stand on 
Creel's behalf. 

Creel, who testified on his own 
behalf said, “A day doesn't go by 
that I don't think about (the acci- 
dent). It has affected me in every 
way.” 

He stated, “I don't think it would 
help at all to be confined.” 

He assured the judge that if he re- 
ceived a suspended sentence that he 
would talk to youngsters in schools 
and warn them about the dangers in 
drinking and driving. 

In closing, he asked the court for 
leniency. 

An evaluation report was given to 
the court by Cynthia Hataway of the 
Southeast Alabama Mental Health. 
She stated that tests showed that 
Creel did not have an alcohol or 
substance abuse problem. 

Merrill Shirley, attorney for the 
defense, contended that the incident 
in which two people were killed and 
one seriously injured was a terrible 
accident. 

Assistant District Attorney Al 


Smith called three witnesses to testi- 
fy on behalf of the state. 

Joan Laird, president of the Cof- 
fee County Chapter of MADD 
(Mothers Against Drunk Drivers) 
testified that in 1990 there were 369 
alcohol related traffic fatalities in Al- 
abama. During the same period of 
time, 1990, she testified that there 
were 342 speed related traffic fatali- 
tics in the state. 

Deitrich Skinner, son of Dorthy 
Skinner, stated that his mother was 
not granted the opportunity of a fair 
trial,

Architect estimated of the cost of 
both facilities are $243,115.00. 

The council approved a proposed 
to seek bids on purchasing a new 
backhoe for the street department. 
Mayor Fred Moore explained to the 
council that repair cost were exceed- 
ing the cost of repoacing the existing 
piece of equipment.

The past year for Elba students 
has been one that will not be soon 
forgotten, Although most of Elba has 
been built back as it was or even bet 
ter, any student will tell you the res- 
toration is not completely finished. 
Classrooms and other facilities have 
been drastically improved since im 
mediately after the flood, but even 
though they are quite functional, 
they do not seem like home, Despite 
all the inconveniences, however, stu- 
dents and faculty have given life to 
the temporary site and have contin- 
ued the Elba tradition 

A typical day at the high school 
this past year, which was not very 
typical compared to other schools, 
began with arriving at school a few 
minutes before seven forty-five. 
Once the bell rang at seven forty- 
five, students made their way to their 
homeroom "trailers." The trailers are 
divided in the middle to make two 
classrooms. They are air-conditioned 
and heated with the thermostat locat- 
ed in one of the two rooms of the 
trailer, Throughout the year teachers 
would politely step into the adjacent 
room and ask the lucky teacher with 
the thermostat to adjust it. Inevita- 
bly, if one side of the trailer was hot, 
the other side was cold, or vice ver- 
sa. As the day progressed, students 
ventured to their classes like nothing 
was unusual about it, It was a very 
different story, however, on the first 
day of school when no one had any 
idea where they were going, The 
trailers are identical in color and de- 
sign. The lunchroom is the biggest 
trailer and the most distinguishable. 
Even though it is large, it is still 
crowded, and the noise levels are 
usually high. At the close of the day, 
Students left in an ordinary manner, 
by bus, their parents, or their own 
cars, from a campus far from ordi- 


nary. 

On not so typical days, attending 
classes was not as easy. Weather 
was usually the culprit involved. Stu 
dents truly gained a new respect for 
the weather this past year, At times 
the campus looked like a lake. Water 
nearly surrounded many of the trail- 
ers, making it very tricky to get to 
class, It was quite humorous to see 
Students dodging puddles and taking 
detours, and some just plowing 
through the water. Severe thunder. 
storm warnings were a free ticket 
home due to the unsafe conditions of 
being in a trailer. All students’ eyes 
would light up when Mr, Clark an- 
nounced over the public address sys- 
tem that school was being dismissed, 
After the waters receded, the inesca- 
pable mud was left. Students did not 
like walking through it, and teachers 
did not like it tracked into their 
rooms. 

Students and teachers alike coped 
with the situation through humor 
Nicknames like the “Elba Trailer 
Court" and the "Dump"(because of 
its location near the city dump) were 
given to the campus. Being able to 
laugh at the problems and inconven- 
iences made them much more beara- 
ble. 

The students and faculty of Elba 
City Schools have grown a lot this 
year. They have all endured adversi 
ly and have enjoyed unforgettable 
moments together. As the students 
and faculty members look to another 
year at the temporary campus, the 
pride for themselves and the pride 
for the Elba schools will carry them 
through. The faculty and student 
body are grateful to the students who 
will not be able to attend the new 
school for their perseverance and de- 
vouion. These students should re- 
member that the Elba schools were 
not and will never be a group of 
buildings, but that the institution of 
the Elba City Schools will always 
be a part of them.

On each 
count of homicide by vehicle, he 
was sentenced to five years in the 
Slate. penitentiary, ordered to pay 
cost of court and $133,000 retribu- 
lion to the estate of each of the de- 
ceased, and $50 to the Alabama 
Crime Victims Compensation Fund. 

On the one count of assault in the 
second-degree, he was sentenced to 
ten years in the state penitentiary, or- 
dered to pay court costs and retribu- 
ion in an amount to be determined 
at a later date, and $50 to the Ala- 
buma Crime Victims Compensation 
Fund. 

The sentences were specified to 
be served concurrently, 


Upon request by Shirley that the 
sentence be suspended, Judge McA- 
liley ordered that Creel serve two 
years of the sentence in prison and 
suspended the remaining eight years. 


release from prison by probation or 
upon his (McAliley's) order, Creel 
would be on five years probation, 
During probation, he (Creel) must 
give ten hours of service per week to 
the local rescue squad or local hospi- 
tal emergency room.

THE ELBA CLIPPER 
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Dollarspot boosted by wet weather 


I have seen a lot of dotlarspot this 
spring. This is much earlier than we 
normally see dollarspot. Damage 
caused by this disease can be serious 
and is unsightly on well maintained 
lawns, Bermudagrass and zoysia 
gfass are quite susceptible to dollar- 
spot. This disease may also be found 
on centipedegrass and St, Augustine- 
grass 

On closely-mowed bermudagrass 
or zoysiagrass, dollarspot appears as 
circular tan-colored spots | to 2 
inches in diameter, On coarser lawn 
grasses such as centipedgrass, spots 
are less distinet and somewhat larger 
than those on bermudagrass. If left 
unchecked, these spots will grow to 
gether forming large irregular straw- 
colored patches, 

Dollarspot survives as myclium 
in diseased turfgrass leaves, and is 
spread mainly through the move- 
ment of diseased grass clippings by 
people, water, wind, and lawn mow- 
crs or other lawn care equipment. 
Wet and mild conditions within the 
turf canopy favor growth of the fun- 
gus. Infection occurs when fungal 
myclium comes in contact with a 
healthy leaf. 

Dollarspot on most turfgrasses 
can be controlled using a combina- 
tion of management practices. Main- 
taining adequate nitrogen fertility 
levels for growth of the turf is an im- 
portant part of a disease control pro- 
gram. The large amount of rain that 
we have had this spring probable has 
leached out more nitrogen than nor- 
mal or it has the nitrogen bacteria 
population low and therefore, we are 
getting some nitrogen deficiency.

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Broilers are very critical to 
Coffee County economy 


Stanley T. Windham 
Associate County Agent 


Coffee County ranks between 
third and fourth in the state from 
year to year in total agriculture pro- 
duction out of 67 counties. In broiler 
production specifically, we rank fifth 
in the state and this represents a 
huge tax base and employment op- 
portunity for the people of our 
county. Many people over the last 
few years have attacked the broiler 
industry and much of , I feel, is justi 
fied. | want to give you in short an 
article as possible, an overview and 
general look at a broiler operation. 
And also tell you just how whole- 
some this product is, 

The size of a grow out broiler op- 
eration can very from farm to farm, 
In one building, approximately 
20,000 chickens are raised and fed 
out in a six to seven week period. 
Each bird has about a square foot 
each living space. The typical bird 
will be around four to a little over 
four pounds in approximately 45 
days. 

Broilers .are fed wholesome 
grains in their diet. These usually 
consist of corn with soybean meal 
and they receive small quantities of 
supplemental vitamins and minerals, 
much like hogs and cattle are fed. 

Broilers receive antibiotics fed 
through the feed but, these are small 
amounts of antibiotics that is ap- 
proved only for agriculture animals 
and maybe added to the broiler feed. 
There is a withdrawal peroid and this 
is done prior to slaughter to assure 
there is not medication in the bird 
system once he is killed and ready 
for market. 
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Contrary to what some people 
think, commercial broiler or fried 
chickens are not fed or administered 
any hormones, There used to be a 
product in the 50's called DES, but 
that was banned by the FDA and 
chickens have not been fed hor- 
mones since. 

A common question asked con- 
cers the wholesomeness and how 
chickens are guaranteed to be a 
wholesome product for families to 
consume, All commercially pro- 
duced chickens are inspected by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture (USDA), This is true for 
these processing plants in Coffee 
County or wherever chickens are 
grown and sold. States also inspect 
and these ciandards are equivalent to 
the federal government, Each chick- 
en is individually inspected in it en- 
lirety, including all internal organs 
and the inside and outside of the car- 
cass, Processing plants and equip- 
ment are thoroughly inspected for 
sanitation before each work shift be- 
gins and several times through the 
shift. 

The inspection circle mark may 
appear on the label or on package in- 
serts, wing lags or overwrap on the 
purchase, However, fresh chickens 
are often shipped to retail stores in 
large boxes and while the boxes car- 
ry the inspection mark, the individu- 
al bird may not. But, each bird has 
been inspected at the plant 

If a chicken is rejected as grade 
A, because of a bruise or skin prob- 
lem or anything of this matter, the 
entire carcass may be rejected or 
they may sell the specific parts of 
the chicken that is all right, as long 
as it meets the quality standards. 

In addition to the USDA require- 
ments, individual broiler companies 
such as ConAgra, Southland and oth- 
ers, have developed a volunteer pro- 
gram for all the basis of chicken pro- 
duction and process. In fact, most 
companies have control standards 
that are higher than government 
standards. In addition, the National 
Broiler Council has developed good 
manufacturing practices or what is 
known in the industry as GMP for 
fresh broiler products. These recom- 
mended procedures drawn from the 
quality control programs throughout 
the industry and scientific literature 
have been passes along to all broiler 
companies for their voluntary adop- 
uion. 

There is a potential just like for 
any other meat to develop a bacteria 
problem, such as salmonella. How- 
ever, they are easily destroyed by 
heat so illness can be prevented with 
proper cooking and good food han- 
dling practices. All fresh meat has 
the potential for harboring harmful 
bacteria and must be adequately re- 
frigerated and properly cooked to 
prevent food borne illness. 

Much of the bad press that poul- 
try has received cannot be general- 
ized to the entire broiler industry. In 
fact, I would go so far as to say that 
much of the problem is related to 
poor handling. For example, thawing 
the chicken out at room temperature 
and provides an excellent medium 
for bacterial growth. This is really 
not my area and our home economist 
will be able to answer your questions 
much better than I can. But, chicken 
should be cooked unul it is done and 
there are ways to check this in the 
cooking process. I really don't under- 
stand much of the bad press that you 
see from time to time, It is a whole- 
some product and is inspected proba- 
ble more than any other meat. All 
meat is inspected by the USDA. | 
certainly intend to utilize chicken in 
my dict and that of my family. 
Weigh what you hear from ume with 
a grain of salt. Because chicken is a 
wholesome and nutritious food for 
the American food chain.

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CANNER GAUGES 

It is almost canning time. If you 
have a pressure canner with a dial 
fauge, we will be happy to test your 
gauge free of charge at our office. 
Pressure canners with dial gauges 
should be tested annually. Bring 
your lid only by our office 
STERILIZATION OF JARS 

With the possible exception of 
jelly making, our recommendation 
has always been that jars do not need 
to be sterilized prior to canning. The 
newer USDA recommendation will 
be as follows: 

Jars that will be filled with food 
and processed in a boiling water bath 
for less than 15 minutes needs to be 
sterilized. This is done by covering 
them with hot water and boiling 
them for 15 minutes before they are 
filled. After this 1S minute time, 
simply leave the jars in the hot water 
until you are ready to fill them, Jars 
that will be filled with food and pro- 
cessed in a boiling water bath for 15 
minutes or more do not require ster- 
ilizing. Also, jars to be processed in 
a pressure canner will be adequately 
sterilized during processing and do 
not require the boiling water pre- 
treatment. 

UNSEALED JARS OF FOOD 

It is best to check jars of food 
within 24, hours of canning. If any 
jars did not seal, treat the food as 
fresh, It can be eaten immediately, 
refrigerated, frozen, or recanned 
USDA = RECOMMENDATION.- 
PROCESS JELLY 

Previously, open kettle canning 
was the recommended procedure for 
sealing jelly containers. With this 
method, boiling hot jelly is poured 
into sterilized hot jars, leaving 1/8 
inch head space. Lids are placed on 
the jars and the bands are screwed 
on firmly. The jelly is then left in an 
upright position to cool. 

By working with boiling hot jars 
and jelly and leaving a small amount 
of head space, a vacuum seal would 
form as the jelly cooked. No heat 
processing is involved. 

Presently, processing jelly for 
five minutes in a water bath canner 
is recommended to minimize the risk 
of spoilage. Using the open kettle 
meihod or sealing with paraffin may 
increase the chance of mold spoilage 
due to the hot, humid climate of Ala- 
bama. 


LIME 
LING 

The USDA is still recommending 
that lime and alum are not necessary 
for crisp pickles if good quality in- 
gredients are used and up-to-date 
methods are followed, Alum used in 
excess can cause digestive upsets. 
Lime, is used incorrectly, can alter 
the pickled product's pH, making’ it 
lower in acid and thus allowing 
harmfu! microorganisms to grow. be 
sure you follow recipes carefully 
when using any recipes with lime 
and alum in them 


MICROWAVE BLANCHING 

The verdict on microwave 
blanching of vegetables is still the 
same as it was a year ago. Our view 
is that microwave blanching may not 
be effective. Research has shown 
that some enzymes may not be inac- 
tivated. Also power differences be- 
tween microwave ovens make 
blanching times difficult to deter- 
mine. 

If a consumer wishes to micro- 
wave blanch, he should work in 
small quantities, following the direc- 
tion for the particular microwave 
oven, 


AND ALUM IN PICK- 


MUSTY ODORS 

Getting rid of mold and that mus- 
ty smell is possible, but tough - espe- 
cially if the house or cotlage is not 
occupied year round, Here are some 
lips: 

-Air Out the collage thoroughly 
before closing it up. And, when you 
aren't there, have someone periodi- 
cally ventilate it when the weather is 
cool and dry. 

-Repair all external and internal 
leaks, especially in the basement. 

-Trim overhanging tree branches, 
and clear away excess plant growth 
around the cottage. 

-If you gave a crawl space, cover 
its floor with 6 or 8 mil polythylene 
plastic. 

-Apply a concrete sealer to the in- 
terior foundation walls. 

-Install a dehumidifier with a con- 
tinuous drain, Because the dehumidi- 
fier needs a 65-degree room temper- 
alure, you have to keep problem 
areas at least that warm. You can use 
electric baseboard units for this and 
run heaters part time by putting them 
on a timer, 

-Wash mold-infected areas with a 
mixture of trisodium phosphate 
(TSP) and water, If TSP is banned in 
your area, use a solution of 2/3 cup 
cleanses, 1/3 cup nonphosphate de- 
lergent, 1 quart bleach, and 3 quarts 
warm water, Scrub with a soft bris- 
tled brush and rinse with water. 

-Paint the affected walls and ceil- 
ing with mold-resistant paint. 

Carpet, upholsiery, ceiling tiles, 
and other porous furnishings are 
likely to contain mold spores that 
could reinfect your cottage, even af- 
ler disinfecting. Consider replacing 
these items. 

One final solution would be to in- 
stall an air filtering/cleaning system, 
This is a costly option.

Jury finds Ziglar guilty of manslaughter in Kelley murder

“We, the jury, find the defendant, 
Spencer Owen Ziglar, guilty of the 
lesser charge of manslaughter.” This 
was the verdict rendered by a six 
man - six woman jury at 9:05 p.m. 
last Thursday evening after six and 
one-half hours of deliberation. 

Owen Ziglar, 55, of Elba, was be- 
ing tried for murder in connection 
with the shotgun slaying of Edward 
Lamar Kelley, on the night of Janu- 
ary 30, 1990. The original indict- 
ment returned by a Coffee County 
grand jury in July of 1990 was for 
murder, 

The jury received the case at 2:35 
p.m. Thursday afternoon after hear- 
ing more than three days of testimo- 
ny from prosecution and defense 
witnesses. 


“Did you kill Ed Kel- 


ley?” he replied, “No I 
did not!” 


Mr. Ziglar testified on his own 
behalf last Wednesday afternoon. 
When asked by his Attorney Jackson 
W. Stokes, “Did you kill Ed Kel- 
ley?”, he replied, “No, I did not!” 

However, Ziglar did admit that he 
went to the residence of Doug Tay- 
lor in Opp, Alabama and that he did 
have a shotgun with him, but “it was 
not loaded.” He stated that he went 


there to talk to him about a truck for 
his son, Spence Ziglar. Taylor was 
not home at the time. 

As to the shotgun, Ziglar stated 
that it fell across his lap when he 
turned into the Taylor's driveway, “I 
had to remove it in order to get out 
of the car,” he said. 

The gun had been in his car since 
the Sunday afternoon prior to the 
Tuesday (Jan, 30, 1990) night that it 
was removed by law enforcement of- 
ficers at his home. He had gone to 
“flush some turkeys in the Pine Lev- 
el Community” on Sunday aftemmoon 
and he had taken the shotgun with 
him. This was Ziglar's explanation of 
why the gun was in the car, 

In earlier testimony, a transcript 
and a tape recorded — interview be- 
tween Ziglar and DA Investigator 
Bruce Devane was introduced into 
evidence. In that interview on the 
night of January 30, 1990, Ziglar 
stated that he had taken the shotgun 
with him to the Taylor's because “he 
didn't know how he was going to be 
received” at Mr. Taylor's house. 

Ziglar told jurors that he had 
known of the extramarital affairs of 
his wife, Donna Ziglar, with Doug 
Taylor and Edward Kelley for quite 
some time, 

Merelene Kelley, estranged wife 
of Edward Kelley, testified earlier in 
the week that Owen Ziglar had told 
her that if she used Donna's name in 
divorce court, he would kill them 
both (Merelene and Edward Kelley).

During his testimony, Ziglar ad- 
mitted that he had been drinking 
beer on the night of January 30, 
1990, but that he was not drunk. 

“T was as high as a Georgia pine 
Just feeling good and relaxed,” Zi- 
glar said. 

Ziglar's explanation of the notes 
that he left to his son, Spence, and 
mother, Alene Ziglar, was that be 
had called his wife, Donna, and was 
going to Plant City, Florida to get 
her. His plans were to reconcile his 
marriage and bring his wife home if 
that was what she wanted to do. 

The note to Spence read,“If 1 am 
not back in a few days, you will 
know what happened. [ can't take it 
any more son, Sometimes a man just 
has to do what he has to do in order 
to live with himself, or die with him- 
self.” 

“You go to either of your grand- 
mothers’ house, they will help you. 
Good luck to you always.” 

The note written to Ziglar's moth- 
er stated: “Can't handle this any 
more. I must correct a lot of wrongs 
then I can go happy - you under- 
stand, 


“TI don't want to leave 
you mother, but I must 
do what I must in order 
to accomplish what I 
must do.” 
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New industry announces plans to locate in Elba

Alabama River Woodlands, Inc.

Wednesday the plans for construc- 
tion of a mului-million dollar timber 
chip mill for Elba. The facility will 
be located on Packing House Road, 
adjoining Kelley Foods. Making the 
announcement was Billy C. Bond, 
president of the firm and vice presi- 
dent of Alabama River Chip Mills, 
Inc. Construction will begin immedi- 
ately and the mill should be in opera- 
tion by the first of the year. 

On hand with Bond were several 
company officials including Mark 
Boyal and Nathan Miles, both of 
whom will be moving to this area 
and be involved with the procuring 
of wood from area landowners. 
"Boyal and his wife Lisa left the 
luncheon and began searching for a 
home in Elba for themselves and 
their two young children, 

Woodlands is a division of Ala- 
bama River Chip Mills, Inc. and will 
be spending $6 million a year in this 
area to purchase pulpwood from log- 
gers and landowners of Coffee and 
surrounding counties. Both compa- 
nies are wholly owned subsidiaries 
of privately owned Parsons & 
Whittemore. 

The new chip mill will buy hard- 
wood and pine pulpwood grown by 
private landowners. From six to 
eight people will be directly em- 
ployed at the multi-million dollar fa- 
cility, while many others will be in- 
volved in the cutting and hauling of 
the wood. 

The wood will be chipped at the 
Elba plant and trucked to new mills 
being built near Monroeville, AL,

This was the sentence pro- 
nounced upon Mr. Ziglar during a 


45 minutes Tuesday afternoon. 

During the sentencing, Ziglar set 
motionless at the defense table with 
defense attorney Jackson W. Stokes. 

After sentencing was completed, 
Stokes made application on behalf of 
the defendant for probation. It was 
denied by Judge Crawley. A motion 
for a new trial by Stokes was also 
denied. 

An oral notice of appeal was 
made to the court by Stokes. The de- 
fendant has the right to file an appeal 
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sentencing hearing lasting less than ~ 


(broken glass found in sole of 
boots), he did have a motive - Kel- 
ley's affair with his wife, and that 
firearms experts had testified that the 
spent shotgun shell found at the 
scene ‘had been in the firing chamber 
of Ziglar’s 12ga. automatic shotgun.

Ziglar was 
also denied by Judge Crawley. 

In denying the bond, Crawley 
stated that after the defendant's con- 
viction on June 6, of manslaughter, 
he is no longer presumed innocent. 
After conviction, bond is no longer 
one of right, but is within this court's 
discretion, 

Looking directly at Ziglar, Craw- 
ley said, “On January 30, 1990, after 
drinking alcoholic beverages, the de- 
fendant killed Edward Lamar Kelley 
of Elba and fully intended to kill 
Doug Taylor of Opp. The defendant 
may still intend to kill Doug Tay- 
lor!” 

Crawley further stated, “Before 
this conviction, the defendant stood 
to gain by staying out of trouble in 
order to maintain his innocence. 
With this conviction, he has less to 
lose,”

son W. Stokes and Charles Driggers, 
stated in their closing argument that 
the state's evidence was “flimsy”. 

They contended that Ziglar had 
known of both affairs that his wife, 
Donna, had had with Taylor and 
Kelley for a long period of time - 
since May of 1987. Therefore, this 
was not a motive. He did not go ber- 
serk and kill Ed Kelley and go look- 
ing for Doug Taylor to kill him too. 

“Don't go to bed with it on your 
conscience that this man -(Ziglar) 
was convicted on such flimsy evi- 
dence,” Stokes told the jury.

Audit report on missing funds received

A copy of the formal audit report 
presented to the Honorable Ronald 
L. Jones, Chief Examiner of Public 
Accounts, was received by members 
of the Coffee County Commission 
last week. 

The audit was performed when it 
was discovered last October 25, 
1990 that there was a discrepancy in 
funds handled by the Coffee County 
Commission office in Elba. 

Marilyn Ammons, 48, a clerk in 
the commission office in Elba was 
later arrested and charged with theft 
in the first-degree in connection with 
the missing funds. 

She has since been indicted by a 
May 20th Coffee County grand jury 
on 643 counts of first-degree theft, 
second degree theft and forgery in 
the second-degree. 

The report was filed by Jenney H 
Allen and Brenda N. Hollis, both Ex- 
aminers with the State of Akibama 
Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts, 

The findings listed in the report 
were as following: 

“This examination reflects 
misappropriated funds in the 
amount of $286,318.37 from 
the General Fund, and 
$48,211.16 from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund, for a total of 
$334,529,53. 

This misappropriation was 
accomplished by a clerk alter

The major action taken by the 
Elba City Council Monday evening 
was the approval of the monthly 
bills.

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported answering 182 complaints 
since the last council meeting.

year, rather than the state's require- 
ment of annual qualifications, There 
are also penalties for failing the qual- 
ification course, 

Bills totaling $16,123.89 were ap- 
proved for payment, Mayor Fred 
Moore explained this included pool 
chemicals and a rash of equipment 
repairs, 

Mr, Forrest Dean appeared before 
the council with a proposal to open a 
icen club with arcade games, ping 
pong tables, etc. He also wanted to 
install pool tables which is currently 
against city ordinances, Dean ex- 
plained that state regulations ap- 
prove teenagers in facilities with 
pool tables if it is a private club. 
However the Elba laws don't make 
that allowance.
